Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: IVIr. Vereb argued that Sabol teaches that one of Fe, Cr and V are 
added to the Zr alloy and not a combination of 2 of these elements is permitted. The Examiner pointed out that 
applicants had previously made this argument and that the Examiner had responded that, combining equivalents is 
obvious. IVIr. Vereb added that applicants' would also submit 2 articles that show that the morphology of Zr alloys 
change with the addition of elements. Applicants would also argue that adding a combination of Fe and Cr or V to 
Sabol's alloy would change the morphology of fine precipitates of less than 800 Angstroms desired by Sabol. The 
Examiner indicated that the articles would have to have be very convincing regarding Sabol's alloy. Mr. Vereb 
indicated that applicants would also argue that the process temperatures taught by Sabol and recited in the claims are 
different. For example, in the quenching step Sabol teaches an upper limit of 1000 degrees while applicants' claims 
recite a lower limit of "between 1000" and that in view of applicants' use of the word "between" the temperatures do not 
overlap. The Examiner indicated that although the temperatures do not overlap they closely approximate each other. .

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
Ail business with the Patent or Trademari^ Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademari^ Office is unnecessary.

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record In the Office If that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless 
the examiner indicates he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies 
which bear directly on the question of patentability.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional con-espondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An Identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (If Fomi Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomi will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any Interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the 
Interview Summary Fonm completed by the Examiner, 

5) a brief Identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thaist of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.
